dipeptidyl dipeptidase IV inhibitor. 

9. (Previously Presented) The method according to Claim 5 wherein the 
sulfonylurea receptor 1 -binding compound is a sulfonylurea compound and the sulfonylurea 
secondary failure is ascribable to the sulfonylurea compound. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method according to Claim 5 wherein the 
sulfonylurea receptor 1 -binding compound is a fast-acting insulin secretagogue and the 
sulfonylurea secondary failure is ascribable to the fast-acting insulin secretagogue. 

1 1 (Previously Presented) The method according to Claim 8 wherein the 
sulfonylurea receptor 1 -binding compound is a sulfonylurea compound and the sulfonylurea 
secondary failure is ascribable to the sulfonylurea compound. 
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12. (Previously Presented) The method according to Claim 8 wherein the 
sulfonylurea.receptor 1 -binding compound is a fast-acting insulin secretagogue and the 
sulfonylurea secondary failure is ascribable to the fast-acting insulin secretagogue.
